4 Lock washers 
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Elements 2 and 3 have holes in them for 
use with the ring clamps. Those holes 
go to the top of the antenna. 

Slide the two largest ring clamps onto 
Element 1. Slide Element 2 into Element 
1 about 8 inches till the bottom of 
Element 2 passes the bottom hole on 
Element 1. Put bolts in each ring clamp 
and tighten down with the bolts going 
through the holes at the top of Element 
1 clamping down Element 2. 

Slide the two medium ring clamps onto 
Element 2. Slide Element 3 into Element 
2 about 6 inches till the bottom of 
Element 3 passes the bottom hole on 
Element 2. Put bolts in each ring clamp 
and tighten down with the bolts going 
through the holes at the top of Element 
2 clamping down Element 3. 


Slide the two smallest ring clamps onto 
Element 3. Slide Element 4 into Element 
3 about 4 inches till the bottom of 
Element 4 passes the bottom hole on 
Element 3. Put bolts in each ring clamp 
and tighten down with the bolts going 
through the holes at the top of Element 
3 clamping down Element 4. 


Make sure the elements are all tight. 


Loosely attach the U Bolts to the 
matching Section mount. 


Carefully slide the antenna onto the 
mast and tighten down the U Bolts to 
clamp the base mount to the mast. If 
mounting in the final place the torque 
from the antenna elements may make 
the antenna awkward to mount. Use 
caution when mounting. Do not mount 
the antenna near power lines 


Attach the 50 ohm coax to the antenna 
and tape up the connector to seal out 
water. 


Raise the antenna and mast assembly 
up and mount in the final position. For 
best operation it is recommended that 
the antenna be put up about 35 feet in 
the air although reasonable results are 
obtained with a lower height.
